SALT LIKE WATER LEVEL 
IS GRADUALLY RISING 


Depth That Pioneers Found in 1847 


May Be Reached, U. S. 


Expert Assert*. 


Contrary to the b elief that Great 
Salt lake was drying up, the water in 
the lake Is gradually rising and, In the 
opinion of J. Cecil Alter, in charge 
of the United Stutes w eather b ureau 
at Salt Lake City, Utah, It will reach 
the lev el it was at when the Mormon 
pioneer* first came in 1847. 
Gov ernment statistics show that the 
lake, which is 100 miles long and 40 
miles wide, had an av erage depth of 
15 feet 10 Inches In 1808. 
From that 
time until 1908 the w ater gradually 
lowered until it reached only a few 
inches. 
Howev er, it has b een stead­ 
ily rising since reaching its low lev el, 
and now the av erage depth Is 6 feet 
4 inches. 
Great Salt lake is said to he whnf 
is left of ancient Lake Bonnev ille, 
which at one time cov ered most of 
what Is now Utah and p art of Ne­ 
v ada. 
The old shore lines of Lake 
Bonnev ille are still v isib le on the hills 
around Salt Lake City. 
The gradual rise of the lake Is caus­ 
ing considerab le troub le to railroad^ 
and farmers. 
The former hav e b emi 
ob liged to raise their tracks and farin- 
ors who settled on the shores of the 
lake when the w ater was down hav e 
had to desert some of their land which 
is b eing gradually sub merged.

IS GRADUALLY RISING 


Depth That Pioneers Found In 
1847 
May Be Reached, U. 3. 
Expert Asserts. 


Contrary to the belief that Great 
Salt lake wan drying up, the water in 
the lake Is gradually rising and, In the 
opinion of J. Cecil Alter, In charge 
of the United States weather bureau 
at Salt Lake City, Utah, it will reach 
the level It was at when the Mormon 
pioneers first came In 1847. 
Government statistics show that the 
lake, which is IOO miles long and 40 
miles wide, had an average depth of 
15 feet IO inches in 1808. 
From that 
time until 1908 the water gradually 
lowered until It reached only a few 
inches. 
However, it has been stead­ 
ily rising since reaching its low level, 
and now the average depth Is 6 feet 
4 inches. 
G reat Salt lake Is said to be what 
is left of ancient Lake Bonneville, 
which at one tim e covered most of 
w hat Is now Utah and part of Ne­ 
vada. 
The old shore lines of Lake 
Bonneville are still visible on the hills 
around Salt Lake City. 
The gradual rise of the lake Is caus­ 
ing considerable trouble to railroads 
and fanners.

and then the general public is shown 
through the columns of the newspa­ 
pers and financial Journals how great 
a factor In our economic welfare is 
ihe boil weevil, the grasshopper, the 
chinch bug, or the army worm, hut 
these are only a few of the hordes 
which annually chew and suck away 
our national wealth by the millions of 
bushels and bales. 
Scores of these 
enemies are continually being inves­ 
tigated and every now and then a new 
one from another country makes its 
appearance, sometimes threatening an 
important industry in some 
locality 
and demanding hurried efforts on the 
part of the scientists. 
Great Damag e b y Bo ll Weevil. 
Nationally the cotton boll weevil 
stands out as the insect which has 
created the greatest economic disturb­ 
ance of recent y ears, and a number of 
pages of Doctor H ow ard’s report are 
devoted to the various studies being 
made of methods of controlling the 
pest. 
Tests conducted on more than 
1,000 farm s scattered throughout the 
cotton belt have shown that by proper 
dusting of the fields with calcium a r­ 
senate ik> t>er cent of the farmers were 
enabled to control the weevil so as to 
make the crop profitable, the average 
increase being 330 pounds of seed cot­ 
ton to the acre at a cost of $4. Many 
I ex periments were carried on in try ing 
. out other methods and c q uipment, in­ 
cluding the use of airplanes for dust­ 
ing, 
All but 4.01 per cent of the cot­ 
ton crop is now produced in territory 
infested with the boll weevil. 
Strong efforts have been made to 
gain control of the 
Ja p a ne se beetle, 
a new pest which has been spreading I 
in New Jersey and Pennsy lvania. The

insect is being carefully studied, farm i 
practices are being modified to help j

New Pests Gain Foothold. 
Cereal and forage insects have been 
given much attention in various parts 
of the country where damage is be­ 
ing done or where new pests are gain­ 
ing a foothold. 
The European corn 
borer is one of the most important 
of these introduced pests; another is 
the alfalfa weevil, while grasshoppers, 
the southern stulk borer, 
the wheat 
strnvv-worm, the corn earworm, and 
web worms cause serious losses. 
In­ 
vestigations were carried on to devel­ 
op better control measures for insects 
attacking stored grain and grain prod­ 
ucts, dried fruits, meat and fabrics. 
Tests have been made of cold storage 
for the prevention of loss by insects, 
of fumigation, and of woods such as 
fed cedar. 
A number of insects attacking trop­ 
ical and subtropical fruits have be­ 
come troublesome and etTorts are be­ 
ing made to control them. 
Among 
these are several citrus pests, Includ­ 
ing the camphor scale, mango und avo­ 
cado insects, and fruit flies in the 
Canal Zone and Hawaii.

The bureau devotes much attention 
to Improving the methods of bee cul­ 
ture and has a good-sized apiary de­ 
voted to Intensive studies of the way s, 
of bees and means of controlling their 
diseases and protecting them from 
enemies. 
Studies also have been made 
of the grading of honey with the ob­ 
ject of establishing standards.

Essential That Rest 
Potato Seed Be Used 


Lo w Grade Material W ill 
No t Pro duce Go o d Cro p. 


Many potato growers have learned 
from bitter ex perience the fallacy of 
planting low-grade seed with the ex ­ 
pectation of harvesting a bumper crop, 
according to \V. 11. Martin, specialist 
in potato growing, New Jersey State 
College 
of Agriculture. 
The 
wide­ 
awake grower realizes that in order 
to pay his fertilizer and labor bills and 
show a profit it is essential that he 
plant the best seed obtainable. 
For 
this reason he is now looking for high- 
grade seed stock for use nex t spring. 
Tests conducted by the New Jersey 
agricultural ex periment station show 
that certified seed pot aloes can he e\ 
pected 1»» give larger crop returns than 
potatoes which have not been certified. 
In a test conducted in 19 22, certified 
seed y ielded at the rate of 38 0.3 bush­ 
els per acre as compared with 218 .4 
bushels for noucertilied seed. 
Similar 
tests conducted in New Jersey and 
other states show like differences and 
the results secured strongly favor the 
use of certified seed. 
What are certified seed potatoes? To 
be certified, seed potatoes must con- : 
form to certain standards of varietal 
purity , freedom from disease, and free- 
\ 
dom from low-y ielding plants. 
When 
the farm er purchases certified seed he ! 
lias the signature of a competent in- j 
speetor to the effect that the seed he 
buy s has met these req uirements. Most 
of the important potato growing states 
are now offering this service to their 
growers.

Rhubarb can be had in the garden a 
week to ten day s earlier than ordinar- ' 
ilv, if provisions are made for protect* { 
ing a few of the plants from cold j 
nights and bad weather. 
An inex pensive and simple method is 
to place one-half <4* an old barrel, n box 
with the bottom and r<» p removed, or i 
small cold frame over each of a few 
plants about the time they are com­ 
ing through the ground. This will pro­ 
tect the plant from cold winds, snow 
and. to a large ex tent, keep the ground 
from alternately freezing and thawing 
in early spring. 
As simple as it Is, this will enable 
the gardener to harvest some of his 
crop very early . 
As an aid to early 
growth, a few forks of stable manure 
around the barrel or frame will lie 
found to be as good as a stimulant.

the boil weevil, the grasshopper, the 
chinch bug, or the army worm, but 
these are only a few of the hordes 
which annually chew and suck away 
our national wealth by the millions of 
bushels and bales. 
Scores of these 
enemies are continually being inves­ 
tigated and every now and then a new 
one from another country makes Its 
appearance, sometimes threatening an 
Important industry in some 
locality 
and demanding hurried efforts on the 
part of the scientists. 
Great Damage by Boll W eevil. 
Nationally the cotton boll weevil 
stands out as the insect which has 
created the greatest economic disturb­ 
ance of recent years, and u number of 
pages of Doctor Howard’s report are 
devoted to the various studies being 
made of methods of controlling the 
pest. 
Tests conducted on more than 
1,000 farms scattered throughout the 
cotton belt have shown that by proper 
dusting of the fields with calcium ar­ 
senate OO per cent of the farmers were 
enabled to control the weevil so as to 
make the crop profitable, the average 
increase being 330 pounds of seed cot­ 
ton to the acre at a cost of $4. Many 
experiments were carried on in trying 
out other methods and equipment, in­ 
cluding tile use of airplanes for dust­ 
ing. 
AH but 4.01 per cent of the cot­ 
ton crop is now produced in territory 
infested with the boll weevil. 
Strong efforts have been made to 
gain control of the Japanese beetle, 
a new pest which has been spreading 
in New Jersey and Pennsylvania. The 
insect is being carefully studied, farm i 
practices are being modified to help 
reduce its multiplication, and prog­ 
ress has been made in introducing 
natural 
parasites from 
the Orient. 
During the year much work was done 
on other deciduous fruit insects, in­ 
cluding those of the grape, peach, ap- 
ple, and of various nuts. 
Campaigns have been 
carried 
on 
against 
the 
gypsy 
and 
browntail 
moths. 
Investigators have been in 
Eurojve and Japan studying the nat­ 
ural agencies which assist in the con­ 
trol c t Uiese insects, and several prom­ 
ising parasites have been shipped to 
this country and are being tried out 
along with every other agency which 
may be of service in fighting these 
tree-defoliating pests. 


New Pests Gain Foothold. 
Cereal and forage Insects have lieen 
given much attention in various parts 
of the country where damage is be­ 
ing done or where new pests are gain­ 
ing a foothold. 
The European corn 
borer is one of the most important 
of these introduced pests; another is 
the alfalfa weevil, while grasshoppers, 
the southern stalk borer, the wheat 
straw-worm, the corn earworm, and 
webworms cause serious losses. 
In­ 
vestigations were carried on to devel­ 
op better control measures for insects 
attacking stored grain and grain prod­ 
ucts, dried fruits, meat and fabrics. 
Tests have been made of cold storage 
for the prevention of loss by insects, 
of fumigation, and of woods such as 
fed cedar. 
A number of insects attacking trop­ 
ical and subtropical fruits have be­ 
come troublesome and efforts tire be­ 
ing made to control them. 
Among 
these are several citrus pests, Includ­ 
ing the camphor scale, mango and avo­ 
cado insects, and fruit flies In the 
('anni Zone and Hawaii. 
Pests of 
vegetables and truck crops 
now 
of 
great importance are the Mexican bean 
beetle, sweet-potato weevil, pea aphis, 
bean fly; cabbage, cucumber, melon, 
strawberry, and sugnr-beet insects. 
The entomologists of the department 
also have been concerning themselves 
with pests of animals and of man. 
Treatments have been devised for de­ 
stroying ox warbles, and traps, poisons 
and repellents have been developed for 
screwuorms 
and 
blowflies; 
studies 
have been made of the possibilities in 
new treatm ents for lice on live stock 
and 
poultry 
and 
invest igutlons 
of 
malaria Miosquitoes have been 
con­ 
ducted. 
Insects Damage Forests. 
Another branch of this varied work 
has to do with insects damaging for­ 


ests and those that destroy lumber 
and other forest products. 
The larg­ 
est single control 
project 
ever at­ 
tempted 
against 
tree-killing 
bark 
beetles is now in its second season. 
The area in southern Oregon and 
northern California over which this 
epidemic extends is a little larger than 
the state of Delaware and in the last 
ten years in this region the western 
pine beetle has killed over a billion 
board 
feet of merchantable yellow 
pine timber, valued at over $3,600,000. 
This Is 50 times as much as has been 
killed by fire on the same area during 
the same period.

Essential That Best 
Potato Seed Be Used 


Low Grade Material Will 
Not Produce Good Crop. 


Many potato growers huve learned 
from bitter experience the fallacy of 
planting low-grade seed with the ex* 
peetation of harvesting a bumper crop, 
according to W. ll. Martin, specialist 
in potato growing. New Jersey State 
College of Agriculture. 
The wide­ 
awake grower realizes that in order 
to pay his fertilizer and labor bills and 
show a profit it is essential that be 
plant the best seed obtainable. 
For 
this reason he is now looking for high- 
grade seed stock for use next spring. 
Tests conducted by tin* New Jersey 
agricultural experiment station show 
that certified seed potatoes can be ex 
pected to give larger Clop returns than 
potatoes which have not been certified. 
In a test conducted in 1022, certified 
seed yielded at the rate of 380.3 bush­ 
els per acre as compared with 21H.4 
bushel* fur noncertified seed. 
Similar 
tests conducted In New Jersey and 
other states show like differences ami 
tin* results secured strongly favor the 
use of certified seed. 
What are certified seed potatoes? To 
bt* certified, seed potatoes must co n ­ 
fo rm to certain standards of varietal 
purity, freedom from disease, and free­ 
dom from low-yielding plants. 
When 
the fanner purchases certified seed be 
has the signature «>f a competent in­ 
spector to the effect that the seed he 
buys has met these requirements. Most 
of the important potato growing states 
are now offering this service to their 
growers.

Early Rhubarb From Any 
Garden Is Not Difficult 
Rhubarb can be bad In the garden a 
week to ten (lays earlier than ordinar­ 
ily. if provisions are made for protect­ 
ing a few of the plants from cold 
nights and bad weather. 
An Inexpensive and simple method Is 
to place one-half of an old barrel, a box 
with the bottom and top removed, or i 
small cold frame over each of a few 
plant* about the time they are com­ 
ing through the ground, This will pro­ 
tect the plant from cold winds, snow 
and, to a large extent, keep the ground 
from alternately freezing and thawing 
in early spring. 
As simple as it Is, this will enable 
the gardener to harvest some of his 
crop very early. 
As art aid to early 
growth, a few forks of stable manure 
ground the barrel or frame will be 
found to be as good tis a stimulant.

The small and uncertain rewards 
which come to plant brev iers, often 
I after a lifetime of arduous work, is 
the greatest factor in retarding Ui<* de­ 
v elopment of our cultiv ated plan s to­ 
day , say s Dav id Fairchild, in ch; -go 
of agricultural 
ex ploration 
for 
t e 
United States Department of Agrieu’ 
ture. 
The department is continually 
bringing in new plants and seeds from 
all parts of the world, growing them in 
trial gardens, and distributing the sur- 
i plus of promising kinds to thousands 
of amateur plant breeders in all parts 
of the country , but there are too few 
skillful breeders to carry on the work 
at the rate which its importance de- 
i’mands. 
“ As we look ov er the long list of 
plant Immigrants,” say s Doctor Fair­ 
child, “ we are struck with the fa* t 
that most of them will need a long 
period of acclimatization and many of 
them will need to be bred with iho * 
v arieties which we already hav e before 
( they will prov e their full v alue to the 
country . 
J ust as the human Immi­ 
grants which arriv e at Ellis Island nro 
amalgamating slowly but surely with 
the descendants of those who came 
, y ears ago, so these plant Immigrant , 
( many of them at least, will be kno , 
by the particular characters which 
they hav e contributed to the cultiv â t* 
plants already here; for like all other 
liv ing things, the cultiv ated plants on 
which 
we 
subsist 
are 
continually 
changing under the hands of the plant 
breeders and through the unconscious 
• recess of selection which Is alway s 
going on. 
The fact that these plants 
which are Introduced need to be se­ 
lected and bred sbnply emphasizes 
the lamentable circumstance that there 
are too feu plant breeders in America 
and too little encouragement is giv en 
to those few to carry on the pnlnstak 
ing long-time work of breeding and 
selecting plants.

at the rate which its importance de- 
i’mnnds. 
“As we look over the long list of 
plant immigrants,” soys Doctor Fnlr- 
| child, “we are struck with the fat t 
that most of them will need u long 
period of acclimatization and many of 
them will need to be bred with thee ' 
I varieties which we already have before 
J they will prove their full value to the 
country. 
Just as the human immi­ 
grants which arrive at Ellis Island are 
amalgamating slowly hut surely with 
tho descendants of those who came 
i years ago, so these plant immlgran

, ninny of them at least, will be known | 
by the particular

The fact that these plants 
which are Introduced need to be se­ 
lected and bred simply emphasizes 
the lamentable circumstance that there 
arc too few plant breeders In America 
and too little encouragement is given 
to those few to carry on the pa Instal;

selecting plants. 
“The general public has scarcely be­ 
gun to realize the self-sacrifice an I 
lifelong devotion to its study which 
the successful plant breeder must give 
to any plant before he brings about 
; ny permanent Improvement in It or 
ti e ease with which years of effort 
i may be wiped out In a single season of 
unfortunate occurrences. 
Neither ba ­ 
the public appreciated that the emolu­ 
ments which come to the plant breedb­ 
ate rarely sufficient to cover even tie 
expenses of cultivation and the care 
tile plants h a v e required. 
It Is th 
condition more than any other which 
retarding the development of our cul­ 
tivated plants today.”
